ships is the latest form of pira­ 
cy projected, so it is said by a 
«roup of revolutionists in the 
heart of London. 
They proj*ose to 
equip an expedition that shall reach 
its «oal upon arm om l ships and to 
turn a treasure land, but little known 
to the world, into a nationality of [tow­ 
er and promise. This, according to the 
London viewpoint, is piracy up to date. 
The man at the head of the enter­ 
prise is a Frenchman by birth, of the 
name of Adolphe Brezet, and his center 
of activity h;is been in the British cap­ 
ital for a number of years. 
As chief 
of the government of the Counani Free 
State he has been giving worry to Bra­ 
zil. 
iuatic agents of Brazil become espe­ 
cially anxious and make things un­ 
pleasant for the chief of the Counaniau 
government by highly colored public­ 
ity. 
This action is usually simultane­ 
ous with a report that Brazil is about 
to sell seme of her battleships built or 
building. It is a sort of feeler to make 
rnore or less sure that she can part 
without risk with a portion of her 
navy. 
It was reported recently that 
Russia wanted to buy the Brazilian 
Dreadnought Bio Janeiro, which is be­ 
ing completed in England, and this 
probably 
explains 
the 
latest 
news 
anent the Counani movement. 
The details of the latest proposed ex­ 
pedition have it that Brezet has won to 
his cause the support of naval and mil­ 
itary men of the British service and 
that lie has also prospectively recruit­ 
ed for service a goodly force of non­ 
commissioned officers among tlie ex­ 
seamen of other European fleets, espe­ 
cially that of France. 
With this per­ 
sonnel and a few second rate warships 
a base is to be established at the 
mouth of the Amazon river, where 
strategically it will be easiest to hold 
the approaches against a show of force 
on the part of the Brazilian navy. 
It 
Is said that the Counnnians count upon 
the spirit of unrest in tin* Brazilian 
fleet and on the rumors often repeated 
that the officers and crews of tlx* Bra­ 
silian battleships are quite incapable 
of taking their present Dreadnoughts 
safely out to sea or of fighting these 
vessels. 


Baron Calls H im self John Orth. 
Efforts have been made to enlist 
American capital and the moral sup 
port of the Fnited States in behalf of 
tills contested region on the north 
bank of the Amazon. 
About three 
years ago a special deputation or com­ 
mission was sent here from Loudon by 
Brezet, but the efforts of the commis­ 
sioners were without results liecause 
of dissension among themselves. 
The j 
head of the deputation was ill disposed j 
to seek counsel and utterly opposed to I 
being led. 
This forceful individual 
called himself Baron de Ott, and be- | 
hind this incognito he privately pro­ 
claimed himself to Ik* no less a per- | 
sonage than the long missing John 
Orth, once an Austrian archduke. The 
story of John Orth's lowly marriage 


several decades, and it lias persistently 
prevailed against the various efforts of 
Brazil to establish dominance within 
the boundaries of this little known ter­ 
ritory north of the A m a z o n river. The 
purpose of Brezet is to strengthen the 
hold of the Founanians by eniistiug 
foreign capital for commercial and ad­ 
ministrative developments and not by 
force of arms to occupy a region within 
which another power is iu control. 
The a m b itio n s o f the t'ounaniaus are 
described in a diplomatic paper called 
red book No. 3, of which a copy is on 
tik* in the department of state at 
Washington, and there is much in that 
little pamphlet to appeal to Americans. 
The territory within the contested re 
a rea 
of half a million square miles. 


Region Known as El Dorado. 
Legends have it that Counani is the 
ancient region known to the people of 
Europe as FI Dorado. The monks who 
originally entered the region created 
I extensive agricultural centers up to 
I the time of their expulsion and set the 
i natives to cultivating cacao, coffee, etc. 
The territory has been claimed by both 
; France and Brazil, but has really nev- 
! or been occupied <>r actually governed 
j by either of these claimants. 
It was 
S because <>f this unsettled condition that 
I the native Counnnians in 1874 pro­ 
claimed their independence and estab- 
| lished a government of their own. The 
j first president, M. Chaton. was elected 
by tbe people. 
IB* drafted for them a 
j constitution which bears his name. M. 
Chaton died in IXSO, 
Faul Cartier 
| succeeded to the presidency. 
In lxsN a commission was dispatched 
I to Cayenne. This deputation was com­ 
posed of Counani leaders and was of­ 
ficially received and entertained by the 
governor of French Guiana. 
M. «’ar­ 
tier was succeeded in IN-Sd by Jules 
Gros. and under this executive the 
primitive constitution of the country 
was modified 
During this time nei­ 
ther tlie Counaniau declaration of in­ 
dependence nor the internal acts of au­ 
thority were in any way questioned 
by the rival claimants. 
The Counani- 
nns a<’copied this siieneo as n recogni­ 
tion of their rights. 
Jules Gros died in 1X01, and the elec­ 
tion which followed in 1892 resulted in 
Adolphe Brozet’s being raised to the 
presidency. 
M. Brezet had lived in 
the Amazon district since 187*1 and had 
won tin» confidence of tin* Indian popu­ 
lation. 
In isoi M. Brezet resigned of­ 
fice. 
His successor remained at the 
head of affairs for only a year. 
The 
grand council did not appoint another 
president, but conferred virtually those 
powers upon the ranking officer of the , 
council. M Fra liken. 


“Mapa Incident.” 
This brings us down to the “Mapa 
incident“ o f May 15, 1895, due to the 
discovery of the rich deposits of gold 
and precious stones.

1X97. was signed, and this 
perot* Franz Josef, his sailing away 
to South America and tlie reported 
wrecking of his ship with the loss of 
all on board has been public property 
for years, but in spite of this there has 
persisted a belief that John Orth did 
not die. 
Baron de Ott appeared in London iu 
1910 and lost no time in ingratiating 
himself with Brezet. 
He gave out the 
impression that he liad very strong of­ 
ficial and social identifications iu the 
United States and finally asserted that 
he had been a guest of Admiral Schley 
upon the Brooklyn at the battle of 
Santiago. 
Upon arriving in New York the baron 
and 
ids wife and suit established 
themselves at a hotel, and there lie 
maintained all formalities of his pro­ 
fessed position. He dressed in military 
garb and displayed his various decora­ 
tions. 
He sought the financial support 
of a prosperous follower of Tammany 
Hall. 
Somehow despite his dollars 
this American did not quite measure 
up to the diplomatic exigencies of the 
baron’s mission, and after a couple of 
months of fruitless efforts to win fa­ 
vor in other directions the baron pack­ 
ed away his royal stage properties and 
returned to London disgusted. 


Imposture Is Disclosed. 


Before the baron's departure for the 
English capital it was discovered that 
he had not been with Admiral Schley 
at Santiago, iu fact had not seen Ad­ 
miral Schley since 1900 at Buenos 
Aires. 
This little historical slip-up 
somehow discredited the other stories 
which the baron had told the chief of 
the Counaniau government. As a result 
he was left to seek the employment of 
Ins talents elsewhere. 
The nationalizing and the develop­ 
ment of Counani is not a mere filibus­ 
tering project, as it has so often been 
made to appear, but instead a serio u s 
determination on the part of its people 
to exploit its natural resources and to 
gain for themselves the position in the 
eyes of the world to which they think 
they are fully entitled. 
The govern­ 
ment organized by the Counnnians has 
been In force among themselves for 


later gave birth to the decree known 
uner the name of the Bern arbitra­ 
tion. 
In this adjustment of the ter- . 
ritory of Counani, the Counailians were 
not invited to participate, and they 
therefore declined to be influenced by 
the decree or to recognize any impair­ 
ment of their independence and sov­ 
ereignty over the land. 
A general election was ordered in 
Counani iu January, 1901, just one 
month after tin* decree of Bern, and on ! 
Feb. 1, 1901. Brezet was re-elected chief 
of the government of tbe free state. 
Agreeably 
to accepted 
custom, 
he j 
adopted an Indian name and is there 
known as Fayana Assu. 
Without g oing into tin* particulars of 
the subsequent history of Counani it is 
enough to say that the various armed j 
expeditions have been successfully re- i 
polled by the natives of the free state. ! 
and their government of themselves for j 
thirty-six years has been In full force 
and effective. 
The Brazilians have 
claimed dominance by occupancy of ! 
the territory of Arieary, but the Comm- • 
nians declare that these officials have 
exercised no real authority and have 
therefore been without force or effect 
in adding value to the Brazilian claim 
of control. 
In opposition to this the j 
Cou nan ians affirm the existence of a 1 
national government, regularly estab­ 
lished, w hich has been able to prevent 
all efforts of Brazil toward occupancy j 
of the land.

After two years of earnest, intelli­ 
gent effort the bureau of social hy­ 
giene in New York city will soon have 
some startling reports and a probable 
solution to offer on the white slave 
traffic. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr.. foreman of 
the special grand Jury appointed to in­ 
vestigate the hideous traffic two years 
ago, is a member of the permanent 
bureau which was formed at that 
time. 
IB* has been a big factor per­ 
sonally and financially in advancing 
the work of tin* bureau. 
Mr. Rockefeller has issued the fol­ 
lowing interesting statement as to the 
origin, work and plans of the organ­ 
ization: 
The bureau of social hygiene came 
into existence about two years ago as 
a result of the work of the special 
' grand jury appointed to investigate 
the white slave traffic in New York 
city, which served during the first half 
of the year 1910 
One of the recom­ 
mendations made by it in the present­ 
ment handed up at the termination of 
its labors was that a public com mis 
sion la* appointed to study the social 
evil. 
The foreman of that body sub­ 
sequently gave careful consideration 
to the character of the work which 
might properly be done by such a 
commission and the limitations under 
which it would operate. 
In this con- j 
nection separate personal conferences 
were held with over a hundred lead 
ing men and women in the city, among 
whom were lawyers, physicians, busi­ 
ness men, I»ank presidents, presidents • 
of commercial organizations, clergy-' 
men, settlement workers, social work­ 
ers, labor lenders and reformers. 


F a v o r P e r m a n e n t Body. 
These conferences developed the feel­ 
ing that a public commission would 
labor under a number of disadvan­ 
tages. such as the fact that it would ' 
be short lived: that its work would be 
done publicly, that at best it could 
hardly do more than present recom­ 
mendations. 
The conviction also grew 
that the main reason why more per 
luanent results had not l>een obtained 
by tin* various organizations which i 
had dealt witli the subject of the so 
cial evil during the past ten or fift«*en , 
years was that most of them were | 
temporary. 
While active, they mate- ! 
rially Improved the situation, but as- 
their efforts were relaxed there came 
the inevitable return to much the 
same conditions as before. 
The forces 
of evil are never greatly alarmed at 
the organization of investigating or re­ 
form bodies, for shot know that they 
are generally composed of busy people 
who cannot turn aside from their owu 
affairs f>*i* any length of time to carry 
on reforms and that sooner or Inter 
their efforts will cease, and the patient 
denizens of the underworld and their 
exploiters can then reappear and con­ 
tinue the traffic as formerly. 
So the conviction grew that in or 
der to make h real and lasting im­ 
provement in conditions a permanent 
organization 
should 
be created the 
continuance of whic h would not be* de­ 
pendent upon a temporary wave of re­ 
form nor upon the life of any man *r 
group of men, but which would go on. 
generation after generation.* continu­ 
ously 
making 
warfare against tbe# 
forces of evil. It also appeared that 
a private organization would have, 
among other advantages, a certain 
freedom from publicity and from po­ 
litical bias which a publicly appointed 
commission could not so easily avoid. 


Found Bureau In 1911. 
Therefore as the initial step iu the 
w inter of 1911 the bureau of social hy­ 
giene was formed. 
Its present mein 
bers are Miss Katharine Bement Da­ 
vis. superintendent of the New* York j 
state reformatory for women at Bed­ 
ford Hills, New York; Paul M. War 
burg of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.; I 
Starr J. Murphy of the New York bar 
and John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 
As the! 
work develops new members may be 
added. 
One of the first things undertaken bv 


the bureau was the establishment at 
Bedford Hilts, adjacent to the reforma 
tory, of a laboratory of social hygiene 
under Miss Davis’ direction. 
In this 
laboratory it is proposed to study from j 
the* physical, mental, social and moral j 
side each person committed to the re- j 
fortnatory. 
This study will be carried 
on by experts, and each case will be 
kept under observation for from three 
weeks to three months, as may be re- 
quired. 
When the dinguosis is com­ 
pleted it is hoped that the laboratory 
will be In position to recommend the 
treatment most likely to reform the j 
individual or, if reformation is impos 
sible. to recommend permanent cu>- 
todiai 
care. 
Furthermore, 
reaching 
out beyond the individuals involved, it 
is believed that thus important contri 
butions may be made to ¡1 fuller know 1 | 
edge <>f the conditions ultimately rc 
sponsible for vice. 
If this experiment ! 
is successful the principle may prove ! 
Rpnlii-ablc to all classes of criminals ; 
and tne conditions precedent to crime 
and lead to lines of action not only ; 
more scientific and humane, but also . 
less w asteful than those at present fol- ■ 
lowed. 
Study E v ils A broad. 
In entering upon its labors the bu­ 
reau regarded it of fundamental im­ 
portance to make a careful study of

Europe, feeling that this problem, like 
any other great and difficult one. can 
he intelligently approached only by 
means of a thorough and complete 
knowledge of all the factors involved, 
as well as all the methods and experi­ 
ences of dt her cities and countries in 
dealing with it. 
Arrangements were 
made, therefore, in the early part of 
last winter to secure the services of 
George J. Knee land, who had directed 
the Chicago vice commission investi­ 
gation. Since that time Mr. Knceland, 
with a corps of assistants, has been 
making a thorough and comprehensive 
survey of the conditions of vice in 
New York city. 
This survey lias cov­ 
ered not only houses of prostitution, 
Raines law’ hotels, disorderly saloons, 
cafes and restaurants, massage par­ 
lors and other places where vicious 
people congregate, but also the |H*r 
sonal histories of some 2,000 prosti­ 
tu te s. and a study of all the case rec­ 
ords for one year of a great majority 
of the hospitals and dispensaries in 
New York city. with a view to ascer­ 
taining the prevalence of venereal dis­ 
eases and their ratio to all other dis­ 
eases.

him 
through the mediums Mrs. Chenoweth 
; nd Mrs. Piper. 
Dr. Hy slop b egan his experiments 
Vith the b oy on Nov. *20. 1911. 
He 
'ailed at the home of the b oy ’s father, 
whom he calls “the Rev. Dr. X.,” and 
learned that Professor Jam es had b een 
endeavoring to speak through Dr X.’s 
son. 
The next day the experiments 
Were resumed, and there were some 
rather remarkab le and alarm ing doings.

According to the journal of the

ciety , H arvard university has accept­ 
ed a 
$10,000 endowment 
fund 
for 
psj’chica! research. 
In the announce­ 
ment it is stated that this is the first 
official recognition of such study 
a c 
corded b y any American university . 
The fund, which was estab lished b y 
several individuals, is a memorial of 
the life and 
work of Dr. 
Richard 
Hodgson, secretary of the society from 
1887 until his death in 1905. 
The journal in the current issue b y 
way of comment say s: 
“T he value of it lies chiefly in the 
fact of this recognition, as the fund is 
not large enough to do all the work 
that must l>e done in this field.

It has won its place 
in so conservative a university as lia r 
vard—conservative in all the prob lems 
that affect long despised phenomena. 
It is In every way a most welcome sit­ 
uation, and we have to thauk the ran 
trib utors for the course which thus 
commits one of the first universities til 
country to the respectab ility and 
>Gance of psy chical research.”

Details of the secret journey 
of 
Ab raham Lincoln from H arrisb urg to 
W ashington in Feb ruary , 1801, just b e­ 
fore his inauguration, and the full 
story of the plot to assassinate him 
b efore he reached the capital city , are 
told in a letter w ritten b y Allan Pink­ 
erton, pub lished in the Feb ruary issue 
of the American Magazine. 
The letter, never b efore made pub ­ 
lic, clears up the my stery surrounding 
Lincoln’s unexpected arrival in W ash­ 
ington b efore his scheduled time and 
exposes one of the most comprehen­ 
sive plots ever hatched to take the life 
of a prominent man. 
Preceding the letter is a history of 
the document written 
b y Jesse W. 
Weik of Greeneastle, Ind., from whom 
it was ob tained. 
Weik. who was a 
collab orator with William II. Herndon 
in the hitter’s “ Life of Lincoln.” say s 
the letter was w ritten at H erndon’s 
req uest that Pinkerton put down in 
writing tlie story of the plot to mur­ 
der Lincoln. 
Ma nuscript Disco v ered. 
Pinkerton deferred the m atter until 
i Aug. 23, 1869. 
The m anuscript never 
w as out of tiie hands of Herndon or 
Weik until the American Magazine ob ­ 
tained it a few weeks ago. 
Pinkerton explains tha t b e was en­ 
gaged in January , 1861. to investigate 
for the Philadelphia, Wilminigton and 
Baltimore railroad the rumor that an 
attem pt w as tq b e made b y secession­ 
ists to seize a steam ship used b y the 
railroad company . 
The work took him 
to Baltimore, whore lie was startled to 
find the b itterness of the secessionist 
feeling. 
Even 
the chief of 
police, 
George W. Kane, was a “rab id reb el.” 
Pinkerton wrote. 
Pinkerton learned tha t B arnum ’s ho­ 
tel was the headq uarters of the seces­ 
sionists, 
and 
he 
ob tained 
lodgings 
there. 
By play ing his hand right he 
b ecame accepted as one of their num ­ 
b er and attended a meeting. 
“ Ballots were prepared.” he adds, 
“and those who drew a certain kind 
of card were to consider themselves 
b ound 
to 
assassinate 
the 
president 
elect. 
Each one b elieved there was 
only one of these marked cards drawn, 
b ut I have alway s b elieved there were 
at least six or eight who thus b ound 
themselves to strike the fatal b low, no 
one of the num b er knowing that any 
one save himself w as so chosen.” 
Pinkerto n Ta kes Actio n. 
Pinkerton gave his information to 
S. M. Felton, president of the Phila­ 
delphia, 
Wilmington 
and 
Baltimore 
railroad, who was a loy al Union man. 
Pinkerton after much troub le met Lin 
coin a few nights later in Philadelphia 
when the president elect was on his 
way to Washington. 
It was only after much urging that 
Lincoln, whose confidence in the good 
will of the people 
was unb ounded, 
agreed 
to 
have 
his 
train 
schedule 
changed. 
According to that schedule 
he was to go from H arrisb urg direct 
to Baltimore, stopping a few hours in 
the E utaw House there and then pro­ 
ceeding to Washington. 
Pinkerton, after gettiug all the tele­ 
graph wires b etween H arrisb nrg and 
Baltimore cut. arranged it so that Lin­ 
coln, accompanied only b y two detec­ 
tives, H. H. Kenney and W ard H. 
Lamon, should slip aw ay from his suit 
, and take the night express to W ashing­ 
ton. 
W hat followed largely is history .

ARE IMPENDING 


Indiana Legislators Facing a 


Busy Week. 


MANY IMPORTANT MEASURES 


In Both Houses “ Special Order of Bus­ 


iness” Calendar Shows That This Is 


to Be One of the Busiest W eeks of 


the Session, a Number of Important 


Bills Coming Up For Consideration 


on the Part of the Members. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 3.— There was a 
general impression in both houses this 
afternoon, when the members of the 
general 
assembly 
reconvened, 
that 
there was a mighty busy week ahead. 
The “ special order of business” calen­ 
dar .of the senate shows there are to 
be some heavy debates 
this week. 
Two of the big measures of the session 
are down for tomorrow. Senator Shive­ 
ly ’s public utilities bill at 10 a. m., 
and Senator Yarling ’s bill establish­ 
ing vocational schools in accordance 
with the report of the industrial edu­ 
cational commission at 2:30 p. m. 
The legislator who gets his name 
attached to a public utilities measure 
will carry off one of the chief honors 
of the session and a good deal of ma­ 
neuvering has been going on to wrest 
the distinction from Senator Shively. 
Representative Spencer has introduced 
the “ adm inistration” utilities bill in 
the house. 
W h ile it is said the rivalry between 
the house and senate as to the public 
utilities bill is entirely friendly, yet 
those who know the senator from 
Blackford, Grant and W e lls are con­ 
vinced that he w ill have his fighting 
clothes on if any attempt is made to 
substitute the house bill for his own. 
The inheritance tax bill offered by 
Senator Stotsenburg is a special or­ 
der for W ednesday afternoon at 3 | 
o’clock. 
This bill provides an inheri- j 
tance tax on all bequests where the 
bequest is not lineal. 
Other states : 
have inheritance tax laws, some of 
them much more drastic than the one j 
proposed by Senator Stotsenburg, and 
there may be attempts to amend his 
bill so as to widen its scope. 


Would Lessen St’ate Expense. 


Another important measure made a 
special order is Senator Stotsenburg’? 
bill providing that the salaries of all 
circuit and superior court judges and ' 
prosecuting attorneys shall be paid by j 
the county instead of by the state. 
This bill will be debated Thursday af­ 
ternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 
The consti- i 
tutionality of this proposition is bound 
to be challenged, for it w ill be held 
that the judges and prosecutors are j 
state officers and that the counties | 
cannot be asked legally to pay them. 
Friday, at 11 a. m . the senate will j 
take up Senator Ratts’s bill providing 
for the appointment of road super­ 
visors by the township trustees in­ 
stead of having an election for that 
purpose. 
This is a vital measure as 
affecting “ local” politics. 
This 
afternoon 
at 
2:30 
Senator 
Clarke’s bill regulating the construc­ 
tion of tenement houses 
came up. 
This measure is a mammoth one from 
: point of text, and strikes deeply as to j 
the specifications for ventilation, air 
space, light, general 
sanitation and 
hygiene. 
Mrs. Albion Fellow s Bacon 
of Evan sville is a prime promoter of 
reform 
tenement 
house 
legislation, 
and should this bill he enacted into 
law it will be largely due to her ef­ 
forts. 


For Commission Government. 


Ten Indiana cities are in a fair way 
to get the Des Moines or commission 
form of government through the Stot­ 
senburg bill, if the citizens of the cit­ 
ies in question express the desire to 
go under the system proposed in the 
bill. 
The bill passed the senate in 
such form as to include in its scope 
all cities of from 19.050 to 30,000 pop­ 
ulation. 
It is now known that the pe­ 
culiarity in 
population 
figures 
was 
due to the political opposition in one 
city against coming under such a law 
The city which rebelled through poli­ 
ticians of force was Michigan City. 
Michigan City, under the last census, 
is given a population of 19,026. 
If 
i the bill had provided for the inclusion 
! of cities having more than 
19,000, 
Michigan C ity would have been one 
among the chosen. 
W ith the limit 
set at 19.050, Michigan C ity is outside 
the pale and the M ichigan City politi­ 
cians 
win. 
The 
new 
classificaton 
takes in Anderson, Muncie, Marion, 
Richmond. 
East Chicago, Lafayette. 
Hammond, Logansport, N ew Albany 
and Elkhart. 
Organized efforts are 
now being made in those cities to urge 
upon the members of the legislature 
the desires of the citizens of the va ri­ 
ous cities in the m atter of obtaining 
nonpartisan government. 
Evan sville 
people 
have 
asked 
in 
considerable 
numbers 
to 
be 
permitted 
to clast? 
their city with those which are in­ 
cluded in the bill, but this movement 
at Evansville has been discouraged 
for the reason that it is feared any 
effort to enlarge the scope of the 
measure w ill mean the death of the 
bill. 
It is given out straight that the 
bill is to be passed by the house and 
signed by the governor if citizens of 
the various cities involved show that 
they desire the enactment. 
Thus far 
Michigan C ity is the only city to show 
a disposition to keep out of the pa­ 
rade. 
From all the other cities con­ 
cerned are coming requests that the 
bill be passed.

fresh northwest gale for Savannah, 
collided early Sunday morning off Five 
Fathom Bank lightship, forty miles at 
sea, due east of the Delaware capes.

That there is need of bird protection 
is shown by the fact that iii a recent 
raid in New York city P00 humming 
birds, with many gulls, herons and 
swifts, were offered for sale in disre­ 
gard of the Shea law prohibiting pos­ 
session for sale of birds of the same 
families as birds native to the state of 
New* York. 
Not only is the destruction 
of birds shown by this item, but the 
same destruction is seen to be in prog­ 
ress in other parts of the world.
